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Revenge of Cruiser 


Costs Japs 11 Ships 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(INS)—The Navy Department 
disclosed today that the United States cruiser Helena, which 
was damaged in the Japanese attack on Pear! Harbor, took 
her revenge by assisting in the destruction of 11 Japanese | 


warships before she was sunk 

Five other Japanese war ves- 
sels were damaged by the Hel- 
ena’s guns in a series of fierce en- 
gagements, culminating in the 
Kula Gulf battle in which nine 
Japanese ships were sunk and 
five badly damaged. 

The full story of the brilliant 
career of the Helena was made 
public today by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and the cruiser was official- 
ly described as “one of the fight- 
ingest men o’ war that ever 
scoured the seas.” 

Nearly 1,000 men of the Hel- 
ena’s crew were rescued after the 
cruiser succumbed to Japanese 
torpedoes. Two hundred and 
twenty-seven of these were ma- 
rooned for 10 days on Japanese- 
held Vella Lavella island in the 
Solomons until rescued by Ameri- 


can destroyers under the nose of| 
enemy planes and scouting par-| 


ties. Complete details of the fa- 
mous rescue operations were re- 
lated by the Navy for 
time. 

Crulser’s Activities. 

Summarizing the ‘ruiser’s ac- 
tivities, the Navy Department 
said: 

“The Helena’s war record dis- 
closes that she turned the terrific 
punch of her batteries upon 
Lunga, Koli and Kokumbona 
points on Guadalcanal island; and 
on Vila, Munda, Kolombangara, 
Enogai inlet and Bairoko harbor 
in the New Georgia group, blast-

Eisenhower Under Fire 


On Visit to Sth Army 


ON THE VOLTURNO RIVER 
FRONT, Oct. 21.—(Delayed)—() 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
visiting the Fifth Army for the 
second time since the beginning of 
the Italian campaign, came under 
shell fire today en route to for- 
ward positions along the Volturno 
river. 

The commander in chief in the 
Mediterranean theater toured the 
left flank of the front and is pre- 
paring to visit the remaining sec- 
tors in the center and on the right 
tomorrow. 


German artillery shelled a road 
north of Grazzanise and one shell 
exploded in a field opposite Ei- 
senhower’s jeep after he left the 
town and was winding along the 
river. There were no known cas- 
ualties. 

Eisenhower was recognized dur- 
ing his tour of the front, and he 
halted once to talk with the crew 
of a British Bren gun carrier. He 
spent the night in a tent at the 
front line.

force which, in the battle of Cape 
Esperance, defeated a strong Jap- 
anese force which was attempting 
to land reinforcements on Guadal- 
canal.

Sales Tax 


Pressure 


Is Seen by George 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—(AP)—Creation of new pres- 
sure for a retail sales tax is certain, Chairman George, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, of the senate finance committee, said today, 
as a result of the house ways and means committee’s refusal 
to increase the individual income tax load. 


As the house tax framing body 
deferred until next week a de- 
cision whether to make any 
changes in the corporate tax struc- 
ture, George declared the search 
for additional revenue apparently 
is narrowing down to new and in- 
creased excise taxes. 

The house committee’s refusal 
to boost levies on individual in- 
comes, he told a press conference, 
“ot course creates a new pressure 
for a sales tax.” 

“But,” he added, “I’m still of 
the opinion that a sales tax would 
not be approved by congress over 
the active opposition of the Treas- 
ury Department.” 

George Makes Estimate. 

George said it is apparent that 
new or increased excise taxes 
such as have been proposed on 
tobacco, transportation, candy and 
liquor, can produce only a small 
proportion of the $10,500,000,000 
in new revenue asked by the ad- 
ministration. 

“But indicating that the Treas- 
ury might have underestimated 
the total federal income under the 
withholding system of collecting 
individual income taxes, George 
said he would not be surprised if 
the total take amounts to $41,000,- 
000,000 or $42,000,000,000 next fis- 
cal. year, provided the current

The communique also reported 
the capture from the Germans of 
four strategically important ham- 
lets in Slovenia. 

The major Russian victory, cli-

Russian troops, meanwhile, ad- 
vanced three miles to within 15 
miles and in long artillery range 
of the great iron and rail center 
of Krivoi Rog, clamping ever 
tighter an annihilating squeeze 
on hundreds of thousands of Ger- 
mans in the Dnieper river bend 
and in the Crimea. 

German lines appeared to be 
crumbling, Moscow reported. The 
main railroad from Dnepyrope- 
trovsk to Krivoi Rog was cut. The 
Germans still were counterattack- 
ing heavily, but Moscow dispatch- 
es said the Red army was throw- 
ing the foe back “scores of miles.”

Complicating the supply prob- 
lem of the seven German divisions 
spread across soutu-central Italy, 
Allied medium bombers tangled 
the rail lines at Grosseto, 90 miles 
northwest o Rome; Orvieto, 60 
miles north of the capital. Guns, 
troops and trucks throughout the 
battle area were attacked. An 
ammunition dump was exploded 
south of San Salvo. 

The Germans bombed the Na- 
ples harbor area, attesting to the 
speed in which the Allies turned 
the demolished port into a supply 
cog. The communique said there 
was no damage. In all five Nazi 
planes were destroyed and one 
Allied craft was lost.’ 

Partisan Victory. 


Yugoslav partisans captured 
four centers in southwest Slo- 
venia. Berlin claimed the cap- 
ture of Astypalaea, a western 
Dodecanese island. The British 
bombed Rhodes, Naxos, Syros and 
airfields at Athens. Hitler sum- 
moned the regents of Bulgaria to 
devise means of quelling the guer- 
rillas’ uprisings in the Balkans. 
Three Rumanian classes were Call- 
ed to arms. 

France seethed. Travelers 
reaching Madrid said more order 
prevailed in territory controlled 
by guerrillas than in Vichy’s do- 
maine. 

Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himm- 
ler, now German minister of in- 
terior, was said in a Nazi newspa- 
per to have made “anything other 
than complete subjugation to the 
will of the government” a punish- 
able offense. A Swiss publication 
said the sinister Himmler was de- 
manding complete subordination 
of the army under his will. Ten- 
sion between Sweden and Ger- 
many heightened after a Swedish 
transport plane was shot down 
mysteriously on Sweden’s west 
coast. Berlin asserted that 33 mer- 
chant ships had been sunk by sub- 
marines. in October: 

In Moscow, the foreign office 
heads of the United States, Brit- 
ain and Russia shifted from mili- 
tary to political discussions. More 
immediate decisions were being 
forged on the flaming Russian bat- 
tlefields. 

Fifty towns fell during the day. 
The Kremenchug bulge was push- 
ed inexorably toward the Black 
sea west of the Crimea. Other So- 
viet units inflated the bulge to the 
northwest, striking within 16 miles 
of the rail terminal of Znamenka. 

Dnieper River. 

Dnepropetrovsk, enveloped from 
the east, was being approached 
from the west as well. Nearest 
Russian troops were 31 miles west 
of the Dnieper river stronghold, 
but their main drive was pointed

Jones’ Dream 


In line with its policy “to sup- 
port all honest efforts in medical 
education and medical practice,” 
the Fulton County Medical! Society 
has indorsed the project of per- 
mitting the third and fourth-year 
students of the School of Medi- 
cine of Oglethorpe University to 
use the clinical facilities of Grady 
Memorial hospital. 

Such facilities, if made available 
to the Oglethorpe School of Medi- 
cine, would fulfill the last of the 
requirements of the American 
Medical Association for accredited 
medical schools. 

The petition of the Oglethorpe 
School of Medicine for use of 
clinical facilities is now before the 
board of trustees of Grady hos- 
pital. The favorable action of the 
Fulton County Medical Society, 
taken last Thursday night, may 
facilitate the granting of the pe- 
tition. 

Would Clear the Way. 


That action would, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. Herman D. Jones, dean 
of the Oglethorpe School of Medi- 
cime, clear the way for making 
Oglethorpe an accredited school 
of medicine. 

In order to speed up this move- 
ment, the executive committee of 
the board of directors has placed 
the Oglethorpe School of Medi- 
cine under the direction of Dr. 
Jones, who, as dean, will have 
complete authority over the school 
and will be responsible solely to 


the executive committee. Judge 
Edgar Watkins is chairman of that 
committee. 

The Oglethorpe School of Medi-| 
cine was organized in July, 1941, 
and Dr. Jones became its dean 
in June, 1943.

War Workers

“It must also con- 
form to the War Housing Con- 
struction Standards and other reg-

Tech, where once resounded the 
whoops and yells of rambling 
wrecks, is now heard the tramp, 
tramp of hundreds of well-scrub- 
bed, neatly uniformed boys rep- 
resenting one group of Uncle 
Sam’s brainiest soldiers. 

They are soldiers obtaining a 
college education to Army routine 
through the Army Specialized 
Training Program designed to 
provide vitally needed 
specialists and technicians for the 
Army field service and possible 
material for future Officers’ Can- 
Gidate schools.

Gordon an’ Grady. 


Gordon and Grady became 
somewhat estranged in the last 
two years before Grady’s death, 
but their namesakes on the seas 
will be united, as the two men 
would have been, in fighting to 
preserve the liberty of the coun- 
try to which both were so pas- 
sionately devoted. 


The Henry W. Grady is a cargo 
vessel, but, like all Liberty ships, 
is equipped with guns to fight off 
any enemy craft that may come 
within her range. That seems ap- 
propriate, too, for Henry W. 
Grady, although he gave his life 
“literally loving a nation into 
peace,” fought as few other edi- 
torial giants have fought when a 


‘great principle was at stake and 


no compromise was possible. In- 
deed, he made his last trip to Bos- 
ton in December, 1889, against his 
doctor’s orders, in a valiant at- 
tempt to prevent the economic de- 
velopment of the new south from 
being disrupted’ by a renewal of 
sectional misunderstanding. 

As I listened to Ralph McGill 
deliver the dedicatory address at 
the launching Friday afternoon, I 
could not help but think what an 
inspiration the present editor of 
The Constitution must have re- 
ceived from the man who once 
guided the paper’s editorial des- 
tinies. And a prayer went up 
from my heart not only that the 
S. S. Henry W. Grady would do 
its full part to win a war for the 
humanity which Grady loved, but 
that through its name the ship 
might inspire other leaders to 
meet the problems of peace and 
reconstruction in the same spirit 
with which Grady met the prob- 
lems of his day.

Grady a True Fan, 


Secretary Recalls 


By JACK TROY. 
Jim Holliday was in the office that day. Down at Bruns- 
wick, Ga., a Liberty ship, the Henry W. Grady, slid down 
the ways Friday, another link in the lifeline of the United 


Nations. 

A flood of memories came to 
Jim Holliday. He was Henry 
Grady’s secretary. He came to 
work at The Constitution in 1885. 
Henry Grady organized the 
Southern League, and there was 
no business at The Constitution so 
important as to keep Grady and 


his secretary away from Peters | 


park when the Atlanta team had 
a game. 

Jim Holliday spoke briefly Fri- 
day of the launching of the Henry 
W. Grady Liberty ship. 

“This country honors itself in 
naming this Liberty ship _ for 
Henry W. Grady, who fought in 
peace for this country as the men 
on this ship will perform in war 
for the safeguard of democracy.” 

The passing of many years have 
not dimmed, one whit, the mem- 
ory of Jim Holliday. His associa- 
tions with Henry Grady'‘are im- 
mortal. They were, for four years, 
inseparable. 

As Mr. Holliday said Friday, 
“a man can’t associate intimately 
with another man as private sec- 
retary for years without knowing 
almost his thoughts. 

“IT found myself with Mr. Grady 
among our own people in Texas, 
among northern people in Boston, 
New York and other places, and 
it was heart-warming to see the 
personal magnetism the man real- 
ly possessed. 

“In my intimate association 
with Mr. Grady, an _ association 
which lasted nearly four years, I 
had an opportunity of knowing 
the real man far ahead of others. 
To me, he typified a truly great 
man. He was great in the small 
things that go to make up life, as 
well as in those public accom- 
plishments which all men knew. 
As I look back in memory upon 
this generous, kindly, brilliant 
man I can well understand how 
his stature has grown with each 
succeeding year. There will never 
be another man like Henry W. 
Grady. 

“He was a boy at heart. He 
liked sports. He loved baseball. 
He was fond of all recreations. 


Some Rooter. 


“He would outroot the yelling- 
est fan. He let fall the mantle of 
dignity where baseball was con- 
cerned. He never took his eyes 
off the play. He never kept a box 
score. I am not sure that he knew 
how to keep one. But, anyway, he 
was too busy watching the game. 
It would have meant not seeing 
some of the game and he would) 
have refused,” Mr. Holliday de- 
clared. 

In connection with the forming 
of the Southern League, Henry W. 
Grady’s memory was honored by 
the National Association of Pro- 
fessional] Baseball Leagues when 
the convention was held in At- 


McGill wrote in the association’s 
official program: 

“One morning in July, 1884, 
readers of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion found this announcement in 
their newspaper: 

Birth of League. 

“"A moveme: t is on foot to or- 
ganize a Southern Baseball League 
which will admit one or more 
clubs from each city having over 
25,000 inhabitants. It is under- 
stood that Atlanta, Nashville, 
Memphis, Little Rock and other 
city clubs have signified their will- 
ingness to enter such an associa- 
tion. Efforts are being made to 
bring about a favorable result 
and soon a meeting of leading 
baseball men will be called. With 
such an organization, the south 
could give encouragement to this 
leading and popular field sport.’ 

“The meeting finally was held 
in Montgomery, Ala., on Novem- 
ber 24, 1884. The first organiza- 
tion was completed. Baseball was 
played in those days by city clubs, 


most of them amateurs. Pro- 
fessional baseball did not enjoy 
in the south the desired standing. 
The delegates wanted a president 
who would give the organization 
character and prestige. 

“In Atlanta there was Henry 
W. Grady, editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution. Grady was, despite 
his youth, internationally famous 
as a writer and an orator. He 
also was a baseball fan and one 
who was saying even then that 
baseball was the great American 
game. They chose Grady as 
president of the new league. He 
accepted. 


Turbulent Period, 


“During the turbulent period 
of organization, when Augusta in- 
sisted on putting in two of her 
city teams; when four cities 
pulled out and attempted a rival 
organization, Grady stood firm 
and brought the league through 
and into the playing season. Busy 
as he was he took time out to 
write of the game, to encourage 
the better people to attend. Sev- 
eral times during that first sea- 
son teams threatened to with- 
draw because Grady was so strict 
about rowdydism and, more espe- 
cially, because he insisted the 
players must keep away from 
questionable characters on the 
field. 

“Grady, the young editor, did 
more to establish southern base- 
ball on a popular basis than any 
other man in the south. Ofter he 
would cover a game, dictating the 
story to his secretary (Jim Holli- 
day). He was a real baseball 
fan,” Editor McGill pointed out in 
the souvenir program of the con- 
vention of 1940 at the Ansley.

Air Photos Show Industries 
Crippled in Four Nazi Cities 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—(4)—Exten- 
sive damage to four major Ger- 
man industrial cities attacked by 
the RAF since September 29 was 
reported by the air ministry news 
service tonight on the basis of 
reconnaissance. — 

Here is the picture of destruc- 
tion by cities: 

Frankfurt: A direct hit on the 
Oberrad Sluice in the east harbor, 
important to the traffic of the 
River Main, which joins the Rhine 
and the Danube; a majority of 
the quayside buildings, including 
large food warehouses, damaged 
er destroyed; 37 factories; making 
range-finders, chemical and weld- 
ing apparatus and grinding wheels, 
damaged. 

Kassel: Five first priority fac- 
tories, including the great Hen- 
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chel locomotive and armament 
works, damaged; 30 factories in all 
destroyed or damaged, among 
them two important textile works. 
(This report does not include dam- 
age done last night.) 

Hagen: Thirty-nine factories 
damaged, among them the Accu- 
mulatoren Fabrik, the largest Ger- 
man battery and fire control in- 
strument makers; two steel works 
and 11 plants doing specialized 
steel and iron work. 

Bochum: Three main steel plants 
of the Vercinigte Stahlwerke com- 
bine, producing special hard steels, 
damaged; three high priority coal 
mines suffered damage to surface 
buildings; extensive damage to a 
large oil plant and a railway 
equipment factory.

the grand strategy of the eastern 
Mediterranean. 

Though the actual territory in- 
volved is small, the strategic 
stakes are high. 

The Dodecanese are _ essential 
links of the Axis defense chain 
which, in time, must play an im- 
portant role in any full-scale of- 
fensive encompassing the eastern 
Mediterranean, and particularly 
an operation aimed at knocking 
out Germany’s satellites in the 
Balkans. 

Islands of Axis Defense. 


The outer island bastions of 
Axis defenses are Rhodes, Scar- | 
panto and the formidable fortress | 
of Crete. These protect the in- 
ner Aegean isles northward to 
coastal Thrace and Salonika, and 
westward across the Greek Pelo- 
ponnesus to the [Ionian islands, 
the most strategically important 
of which are Cos, Leros and the 
Greek island of Samos. 

Up to the time of Italy’s sur- 
render the Germans believed they 
had built an impenetrable wall 
between the Mediterranean and 
the Aegean. 

However, the British surprise 
seizure of Cos, Leros and Samos, 
a month ago,-not only penetrated 


the outer ring of Nazi defense— 
thereby outflanking Germany’s 


Rhodes—but also gave the Allies 
a springboard for amphibious 
operations against the islands of 
Greece and a frontal attack on 
the Balkan peninsula. 


Nazis Mustered Strength. 
The fact that the Germans| 
waited two weeks before launch- | 
ing their counterattack—in the 
determination to protect their “in- 
ner ring’—was evidence that 


invaders. 
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It was equally apparent that the 


Germans were having consider- 
able difficulty in getting together 
such a force in that area. 

This was due, in large measure, 
to Germany’s lack of manpower 
in the Aegean—because of her 
mounting obligations elsewhere. 
Also, Italy’s surrender deprived 
the Nazis of many ships, particu- 
larly combat vessels, thus making 
difficult the task of assembling a 
considerable number of invasion 
boats and their protective escort. 

The Balkan Link. 

It may be noted, in this con- 
nection, that the Balkans—being 
a geographical link between both 
campaigns—serve as the right 
flank of General Eisenhower and 
the left flank of the Red Army. 
Therefore, as one gateway to the 
Balkan mainland could be the 
Aegean sea, occupation of its stra- 
tegic island stepping stones soon 
may have an important bearing 
on the over-all European picture. 

Allied possession of the Dodec- 
anese group unquestionably 
man position on the Greek main- 
land as Russian reoccupation of 
the Crimea would be to Rumania 
and Bulgaria. 

The Germans, realizing this, are 
therefore vigorously contesting 


‘any Allied advance up the Aegean 


islands to Greece, as they cannot 
afford to lose such strategic spots 
without at least making the Allies 
pay the heaviest possible price for 
each advance. 
Welcomed by Greece. 

Meanwhile, possession of islands 
in the Dodecanese naturally would 
be beneficial to the Allied cause 
and strongly welcomed by Greece. 
The major significance of their 
early occupation would be the aid 
they could give in the event that 


the Allies attack other nearby and 
important enemy positions. 

They might also serve as refuel- 
ing points for Allied bombers— 
thus enabling them to lengthen 
their range—and provide fighter 
escort for lower Greek peninsula, 
Thrace and lower Bulgaria. 

It is obvious by a glance at the 
map that no invasion of the 
Balkans by way of the historic 
Vardar gateway is contemplated 
until the enemy is ousted from 
the Aegean islands. Whether such 
an operation forms a part of AIl- 
lied war plans is nut known. 


Turkey Is Watching. 

One can be sure that Turkey is 
watching every move with great 
interest. It is probable that Tur- 
key may get into the war on the 
side of the Allies when needed by 
the military strategy of the com- 
bined chiefs of staff, and certainly 
before its conclusion, both because 
of her growing friendship to the 
Allies and in order to protect her 
own vital interests. 

However, the Turks being afraid 
that the Germans, who still have 
troops in Bulgaria, may attempt a 
push through European Turkey to 
the straits, probably will not open 
the Dardanelles to Allied naval 
forces until assured that the in- 
vasion attempt will be thwarted. 
In any event, the Allies never 
would be able to use the Dar- 
danelles until the Germans are 
ejected from the Aegean islands. 

With that accomplished, how- 
ever, Allied merchant shipping 
could legally pass through to Rus- 
sian Black sea ports, even though 
Turkey maintained her neutrality. 
That is the principal reason that 
the Nazis are straining every 
nerve to keep the Aegean gateway 
shut to the Allies.

British Invented Part-Time Jobs; 
May Be Guiding Light for America 


By CHRISTINE JONES. 


England, four years wiser in 
modern war methods, may be the 
guiding light for this country when 
war riddles—already solved by the 
British—pop up in the heads of 
every American, according to Har- 


€/old Butler, British minister of in- 


formation, who attended the south- 
eastern consul conference yester- 
day. 

Butler’s office—which corre- 
sponds with our own office of war 
information—hands out informa- 
tion to the people in this country, 
who otherwise would do without. 
“All types of questions are an- 
swered,” he explained. 

“In peacetime, there was a daily 
exchange of publications between 
the two countries,” Butler contin- 
ued. “Since the war, the loss of 
shipping space and shortage of 
paper has stopped all news of 
every-day happenings in our coun- 
tries. It is my job to answer any 
questions -which might arise.” 

Questions Asked. 


The most frequent questions put 
to Butler are not those dealing di- 
rectly with the battlefront. On the 
contrary, the average American 
wants to know what his British 
brother thinks and does about the 
war. 

“Of course, there is the natural 
anxiety about the American sol- 
diers in our country. How they 
are received, and how they receive 
the British,” the Englishman said. 
“The answer is simple. Your 
doughboys are getting along fine. 
They are also doing a great job of 
unifying the two countries as 
never before.” 

Women have been drafted into 
the British services and war fac- 
tories for some time, Butler assert- 
ec. All of England’s women, from 
18 to 50, are now in the war “up 
to their necks.” 

“In the older grou p—junior 
grandmothers—the women are 
drafted for part-time work, which 
has been a tremendous success in 
England.” 

“Part-time jobs were invented, 
like all great inventions, by acci- 
dent. At the beginning of 1941, an 
automobile factory converted into 
a factory for the building of light 
tanks, was faced with two great 
problems. They had no labor, but 
had a demand from the war office 
for a 50 per cent increase in pro- 
duction. 

“The factory advertised for 
part-time workers--men and 
women who coukd work four or 
five hours a day for union rates. 
Over 100,000 applications were 
filed in the office, and 350 work- 
ers were selected from a group 
of people who before hadn’t 
known the meaning of intricate 


; 


ichinery. Now there are ap- 
proximately 600,000 part-time 
workers, ranging from a county 
judge who’s a top-notch mechanic 
to grandmothers. 

“The old ‘cottage industry’ has 
also been revived. People who 
are unable to go to the factory, 
but still want some part in the 
work, are working on small gadg- 
ets, mostly electrical, in their own 
homes,” 

There have recently been a few 
labor strikes in England. Butler 
explained this problem: “After 
four long years of war, nerves are 
frayed and sometimes there is a 
great weariness. I think that’s 
why we have strikes.” 

Food Is Dull. 


Although the food served in 
English homes is dull, there is 
enough. The clothing situation 
seems to be more drastic, Butler 
added. In the first year of war, 
the Britisher was weli dressed, 
but at the present time the Eng- 
lish are finding the going tough, 
making four-year-old clothes last. 
“All of the English women are 
stockingless,” Butler laughed. 

“Oranges and bananas seem to 
be the delicacies more keenly 
missed from the British menus. 
However, since the opening of the 
Mediterranean, the fruits § are 
making their appearance for the 
first time in more than two 
years.” 

The information minister ex- 
pressed his country’s appreciation 
of the recent acquisition of the 
Portuguese Azores for bases, “The 
Portuguese were anxious to have 
the loan made under a treaty, 
which would appear as a neutral 
act. The Germans have appar- 
ently accepted this.” 

“Churchill is still England’s 
most popular man. “All through 
the war, the prime minister has 
been right and the government 
wrong, in the eyes of the British 
public,” the minister chuckled.

When FBI Scientists Get Clues

Stuff From Dream Book. 

That may sound like stuff out 
of a dream book. But listen to this. 
There was a murder involving 
two ‘brothers. The only evidence 
ithe FBI had was a small strand 
of hair in a minute drop of blood. 
The brother screamcd his inno- 
cence of being involved in the 
crime. The blood was tested and 
found to match with that of his 
brother. No clue there. But FBI 
technicians, who employ exhaus- 
tive tests and never leave a clue 
unturned, positively identfied the 
brother as the killer by matching 
that bit of hair with his own! 

More commonplace stuff isethe 
way the bureau’s agents make 
casts of shoe heels, tires, etc., at 
scenes of crimes. That, by com- 
parison, is simply child’s play. 
| Suppose there is some question 
.as to whether or not a firm is 
welding airplane engines. This is 
murder when it’s done, because a 
motor falls apart under strain if 
welded. 3 

Any suspicion of this, and it has 
happened recently, brings the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation into 

the picture. The motor is sent to 
the astounding laboratory in the 
Justice building, Washington) and 
there is put under a remarkable 
machine that penetrates steel! It’s 
a seeing-eye machine, so to speak. 
Nothing escapes it. 

Picks Out Flaws. 

There is a lesser machine, al- 
| though of tremendous importance. 
'It can detect invisible writing. It 
'picks out flaws in motor oil in a 
jiffy. It does everything but talk. 
|The G-men do the talking... al- 
| ways at the right time. . 
| Among the work done by the 
highly trained specialists in the 
‘laboratory includes blood exam- 
inations under microscope, toxi- 


_ | cological examinations—that’s the 


|science of poisons—firearms iden- 
tification, bombs and explosives, 
tool marks, number restoration of 
| license plates, glass fratures, docu- 
' ments, etc. 

Let’s get back to the number 
restoration. A criminal can file off 
_the numbers of a license plate. He 
'can hide them completely. But the 
| technicians, using a certain chemi- 
cal treatment, unfailingly can re- 
store the numbers! 

As to glass fractures, they can 
tell, without the slightest element 
of doubt, whether or not a win- 
dow was broken from the inside 
or the outside! 

Clothing Clues. 

They can take clothing, use a 
vacuum to collect dust and dirt 
particles and other bits of evi- 
'dence, and determine where a 
/crime was committed ‘and unques- 
| tionably by whom! 

The only thing that disturbs me 
about writing this third article on 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion is that the exclamation mark 
may wear ‘out on this type- 
| writer! ! ! ! 

There is investigation by spec: 
tography. In the use of the specto- 
graph in the bureau’s technical 
laboratory, the amount of material 
is too small to permit/a complete 
chemical examination and _ in 
many instances the material is so 
‘minute in quantity that it fails to 
‘respond to chemical tests. 

Recent adaptation of  specto- 
graphic analysis to the problems 
of crime detection has provided a 
means for analyzing small bits of

evidence, a factor which is of tre- 
mendous value and importance in 
criminological cases. 

Fragments of bombs and residue 
from explosions lend themselves 
to spectographic analysis. Where 
only extremely small fragments otf 
glass are available, spectographic 
analysis may be used to compare 
fragments with certain known 
specimens submitted. Microchem- 
istry is another invaluable aid in 
crime detection. This involves evi- 
dence too small for the usual 
chemical treatment. 

Diverting from the _ subject, 
briefly, it is a sore point with Di- 
rector Hoover that civilians take 
so much for granted that every 
time a train wrecks it’s sabotage. 


Prankish Kids. 

Actually, there has not been one 
wreck due to enemy action. Worn 
out parts, makeshift personnel 
brought on by war conditions, and 
other such contributing factors 
have been responsible. 

Now and then prankish kids or 
males with queer quirks in their 
makeup put derailing objects on 
tracks. But this doesn’t happen so 
often. Worn rails and wornout 
equipment usually are responsible. 

Photography, to get back to the 
laboratory, plays a most important 
role, Each agent is well versed in 
the use of a camera. The movie 
camera is used in trapping crim- 
inals. There are many pictorial 
records of the activities of enemy 
agents, and mainly, through this 
method, they were trapped. 

Small Town Crimes, 

Little do few criminals realize 
that, in committing some crime in 
a small town, like shooting some- 
one in a holdup, that the FBI is on 
the case by proxy. Sheriffs or con- 
stables rush the evidence to Wash- 
ington, where the experts study 
the bullets or other evidence, and 
soon the local authority is ready 
to act. 

This co-operation between fed- 
eral and local authorities is a para- 
mount feature in the effectiveness 
of law enforcement in this coun- 
try. 

There are those who believe, 
and probably rightly, that the lab- 
oratory work of the FBI is the 
backbone of crime detection. At 
any rate, it is a most vital source 
by which G-men trace the suspects. 

Pearl Harbor. 

There is one other rather impor- 
tant fact to mention before closing 
out this article. 

Americans, to divert.a bit, often 
wonder why the Japs didn’t follow 
up their sneak punch at Peari 
Harbor. 

The answer is that their agents 
within this country no longer had 
their radios; no longer were at lib- 
erty to tell the little “yellow rats” 
where to strike on the west coast. 
The brave little Nipponese of the 
Rising Sun were afraid to come in 
blind. 

The FBI had been charged by 
President Roosevelt with §safe- 
guarding the internal security of 
America—and this the FBI had 
done, and is doing, in a big way, 
today. 


Draft Dodgers 
FBI Headache 


Enforcement of selective service 
regulations was just one of many 
problems thrust upon the FBI by 
the war, but it has given the bu- 
reau its greatest manhunt, Georgia 
Sons of the American Revolution 
in their annual installation meet- 
ing were told Friday night by F.

Selective service demands in- 
volved the FBI in 250,000 investi- 
gations up to July 1, 1943, Ham- 
mack reported, and 4,072 persons 
were convicted of wilful violation 
of the draft law. 

As a result of the FBI’s work, 
thousands of delinquents have 
been inducted or have been re- 
quired to register. More than 88,- 
000 men who had been listed as 
delinquent by local draft boards 
were found and made to comply 
with regulations. 

The meeting, held at the Geor- 
gian Terrace hotel, was marked by 
installation of Judge Augustus M. 
Roan as state president. Roll call 
revealed that 40 per cent of the 
members had gone into military 
service. Members attending in uni- 
form were presented service rib- 
bons and those overseas were giv- 
en ribbons through representatives 
of their families.

Russian-Polish Break 


Closed, Berlin Reports 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—(#)—A 
‘Berlin broadcast, quoting the 
'Stockholm’s Tidningen, said today 
it had been learned that Russia 
had agreed to resume diplomatic 
relations with the Polish govern- 
ment-in-exile in London. 

Russia broke relations with the 
Polish government April 26, ac-

Should victory gardeners, whose | 
successful summer efforts now 
appear in cans on pantry shelves, 
wish to produce a dessert during 
the winter month@, the office of 
the Board of Regents has a sug- 
gestion. 

It’s strawberries. 

“Strawberries are 
well adapted to growing in our 
state and should have a place in 
the home fruit garden. They may 
be grown in commercial quanti- 
ties where a good local market 
exigts,” according to Dr, F. F. 
Cowart, associate horticulturist of 
the Georgia Experiment Station. 

“They are admirably adapted,” 
he said, ‘‘to planting in small areas 
and crowded places which often 
have to serve as locations for a 
home fruit garden, They have the 
advantage over most fruits of 
furnishing a source of food within 
a short period of time.” 

Strawberries may be planted 
either from October 1 to Novem- 
ber 15 or from February 15 to 
April 1. Cowart recommends fall 
plantings for south Georgia, 
spring plantings for north Geor- 
gia, either for central Geor-

Five feet five inches and 
125 pounds are the maximum 
height and weight accepted.

LINCOLN 
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Of World Importance 

Approval, by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, of the Connally resolution calling 
for United States co-operation with other free 
nations in enforcing postwar peace, is an 
action of paramount importance not only to 
this country but to the entire world. 

The committee voted for the resolution, 
20 to 2, thus emphatically indicating the over- 
whelming approval which undoubtedly awaits 
vhen the paper comes before the entire senate. 
This will probably be this week. 

There is now in progress, in Moscow, a con- 


ference between the foreign ministers of the 


three great powers allied together in the Euro- 
pean war. The United States is represented 
by Cordell Hull, Great Britain by Anthony 
Eden and Russia by Commissar Molotov. 

The great stumbling block to effective agree- 
ments in regard to postwar organization be- 
tween the nations, in the past, has been the 
fact that no administrative executive is really 
authorized to speak for the United States, in 
making any form of promises or commitments. 
For, in this country, all treaties, as such, have 
to be ratifed by a two-thirds vote of the senate. 
And it has, in the past, always been risky to 
forecast senate attitude on such matters. 

The strength of support thrown behind the 
Connally resolution, however, gives Secretary 
Hull substantial basis for any proposed agree- 
ments which may be drawn up at the Moscow 
meeting. Within the limits of the actual word- 
ing of .the resolution, Hull may safely assume 
that the senate will, by heavy majority, approve 
any sensible, working plan for international 
co-operation in rehabilitating the postwar 
world and in enforcing world peace upon any 
nations which may, in the future, aspire to the 
outlaw, aggressor role.

Dehydration of Products 

The century-old plan of housewives for 
preserving fruits and vegetables for winter use 
by “drying” over kitchen stoves and in kilns 
improvised from store boxes, in time gave way 
“evaporation” in commercially operated 
plants. That was succeeded by commercial 
canning on such a scale that dehydration fell 
into almost total disuse. | 

Wartime economies are acting to bring 
dehydration into use again, but in scientific 
improved methods so satisfactory there 


to 


and 
are evidences dehydration will, in some meas- 
ure, supplant the familiar tin and glass con- 
tainers for fruits and vegetables. 

Processors see in dehydration economy of 
materials used in containers, while wholesalers 
and retailers visualize economy in Space and 
carrying charges. Already millions of eggs are 
being dried annually, and considerable amounts 
of meats and milk are being processed in this 
manner. All sorts of fruits and vegetables are 
being dehydrated, but at present most of these 
foods are used for war purposes and in lend- 
lease. 


* i+ 
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were left to the processors, wholesalers 
and retailers of the nation, it is possible that 
after the war is ended dehydration would be 
followed on a large scale; but in the end it 
is the consumer who will determine the extent 
to which dehydration will attain. 

Omaha, Nebraska, authorities have been 
giving that angle of the matter some considera- 
tion, and in a survey conducted in that city 
and near-by. Council Bluffs, Iowa, it was found 
that of the persons who had tried dehydrated 
products, 85 per cent liked them. But this is a 
period of scarcity of many articles, high prices 
and ration points on canned goods, and while 
dehydration will be found desirable for many 
farm products after the war, it is quite certain 
there are many articles of food the public will 
demand in pre-war containers and processed 


in the style to which it is accustomed.

After-the-War Automobiles 


From time to time since automobile fac- 
tories changed over to making munitions of 
war there have been stories which hinted that 
when automobile plants resumed their former 
activities the nation would be startled at the 
new designs and improvements that would 
come from the assembly lines. There is no 
doubt automobile designers and engineers are 
diligently applying their knowledge and skill 
in devising many innovations in after-the-war 
cars, but that they will be available soon after 
peace comes to the world is entirely erroneous. 


C. W. Kirby, of Detroit, a member of the 
General Motors Public Relations Department, 
answering a question put to him at a meeting 
of Atlanta General Motors Club, said it will 
be at least two years after the war ends before 
automobile factories can tool up on new designs 
and begin production of new models. As a 
result the early postwar cars will be the same 
as those turned out when the assembly lines 
stopped after Pearl Harbor. 


The nation will be clamoring for new cars 
when the war ends and automobile manufac- 
turers will endeavor to supply that demand 
as speedily as possible. Plans have already 
been made for replacing munitions machines 
with apparatus that -was stored when the 
change was made. C. E. Wilson, president of 
General Motors, stated in New York recently 
his company would need only sixty days to 
begin peacetime production on 1942-type of 
cars, that time being required to remove war 
tools and reinstall automobile production equip- 
ment. 

Motorists who really need new cars will 
have to be satisfied with the old designs, and, 
confronted with this situation, a large portion 
of the nation’s motorists will give their present 
cars care and close attention in order to extend 
their mileage. 


Grandmothers and Flappers 

While the United States is reluctantly ap- 
proaching the drafting of pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers, and appeals for volunteers to the 
WACS, WAVES, SPARS, Women Marines and 
Nurse Corps fail to keep pace with insistent 
demands, Britain has begun recruiting grand- 
mothers of 50 and their granddaughters of 16 
for their ever-expanding war industry and 
uniformed services. This is said to be the 
nation’s last source of “manpower” and when 
the latest call-up is completed the last reserves 
will be exhausted. After that only normal 
resources of boys and girls coming to con- 
scription age will be available to fill battle 
casualties and the mortality rate of industrial 
workers. 

In asking parliamentary approval of the 
move to call up the 16’s and 50’s, Labor Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin said that of the nation’s 
women aged between 40 and 60, some 800,000 
had gone into war industry, and in total war 
duty of some sort women of that age group 
numbered over 1,500,000. Bevin declared that 
of 33,000,000 persons who were 14 years of age 
or over,’ nearly 23,000,000 were in same sort of 
employment directly concerned with the war 
effort. Over 1,000,000 people over 65 years of 
age were in full-time war jobs, he added. 


Some opposition to the recommendation of 
Bevin was encountered, but it was silenced by 
Mrs. Jennie Adamson, female member of the 
House of Commons, who said: “I resent the 
imputation that women of 45 and 50 are dod- 
dering crocks unable to do anything for their 
country in its hour of need.”

Smokers’ Dilemma 

There have been numerous stories of the 
vile materials used in war-torn Europe for 
making cigarettes, cigars and pipe tobacco 
and no doubt the average American has said 
he would quit smoking rather than use them. 
It is not likely he will be forced to make that 
decision, but if some sort of relief does not 
appear he will soon be complaining bitterly 
about the smoking materials to be procured. 

The late Tom Marshall is remembered more 
for his remark that what this nation needs 
most is a good five-cent cigar than for his 
performance as vice president of the Ynited 
States. Were he alive today, he would perhaps 
say that the need now is for a good eleven- 
cent cigar, because it has become decidedly 
scarce, and prospects are it will become scarcer, 

Up to the present cigarette smokers have 
been able to secure their favor:te brands with- 
out visiting several places of sale, but report 
is the big increase in cigarette smoking has 
forced manufacturers to begin using tobacco 
stored for next year’s use, which spells short- 
age, and possible drop in quality of the g@artial- 
ly cured tobaccos. 

Total tobacco production this year is esti- 
mated at 1,394,290,000 pounds, as compared 
with 1,412,437,000 pounds last year, a decrease 
of about eight per cent. Slight as that reduc- 
tion may be it indicates future shortage of

And thus we, all of us, weaken 
the national effort and prolong 
the war,

between 10 and 11 a. m. on the 
day of November 11, 1918. 

We cannot estimate how many 
lives we would save if, by keep- 
ing up the war effort, without 
surcease, we bring the hour of 
armistice, in this war, sixty min- 
utes earlier.

the holocaust of 
the moment. 
He doesn’t be- 
lieve mankind, 
as so construct- 
ed, is capable

dark and dismal past. Always, he 
admits, there will be politics, the 
mad scramble for money, ulterior 
motives, greed and graft. And, 
therefore, bigger and better wars. 

Yet it seems to me one very 
important thing, in the summing 
up, all but being completely 
overlooked when we turn our 
thoughts to the world of tomor- 
row. That is the vast educational 
edvantages, a daily interchange of 
ideas and understandings, being 
experienced by every member of 
the Armed Forces of all nations. 

The country boys from the farm- 
lands of this nation, those whose 
thoughts and activities never went 
beyond the village church, the 
country store; boys from the small- 
er towns whose.ambition in life 
was to occasionally visit a large 
near-by city, then rest contented 
back home in the little house by 
the side -of the road—all these, 
and varying others of our popula- 
tion, will have been all over coun- 
tries they never heard of before. 
They will have met peoples of for- 
eign nations face to face, tried to 
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speak their language, tried to un- 
derstand, and in many cases, with 
great success, the problems of 
those members of civilization half 
a world or more away from their 
own front door. 

Heretofore, all that these same 
young fellows knew was what the 
country weekly, or occasionally 
the daily newspaper, told them. 
They thought out for themselves 
the world’s problems by hearsay, 
or from footnotes or an occasional 
paragraph in magazine articles.

They 
are marching now along the rain- 
soaked road into Rome, that great 
city that is timeless, like man- 
kind.

The artillery goes into ac- 
tion and pours a lot of high ex- 
plosive shells into the place, or 
maybe some Flying “Forts” or 
Liberators bomb it pretty well 
to pieces. After the proper 
amount of this sort of treat- 
ment, it’s time for the dough- 
boys with the Garands, bayo- 
nets and grenades to go for- 
ward. 

Here’s where the Chemical 
Warfare boys come in, if the 
plan of attack calls for this par- 
ticular pattern of action. Spe- 
cial types of weapons are 
brought into the scrap and they 
lob shells up along the edge of 
the ridge. In practically no 
time at all, a beautiful smoke- 
screen blots out the enemy’s 
view of what’s happening down 
the hill. He doesn’t know 
what’s going on because he 
can’t see and the infantry moves 
ahead. The enemy may know 
or suspect that an attack is roll- 
ing up the hill, but he can’t do 
an awful lot about it because 
he can’t see precisely where to 
shoot.

INEW BOOK NEWS 


HE LATEST contribution to 

Georgians comes from the 

pen of Leola Selman Beeson, 
the widow of a former president 
of the Georgia State College for 
Women at Milledgeville. It is 
“History Stories of Milledgeville 
and Baldwin County” (Burke). 

On the title page appears a 
statement by Dr. ©. M. Coulter, 
distinguished history teacher at 
the University of Georgia—now 
on leave at the University of 
Texas—which is both a descrip- 
tion and an appraisal of the 
kind of book Mrs. Beeson has 
written. It reads: 


“The most important - history 
for any community is its own 
past, not that of far countries or 
ancient times.” 

This, then, is regional history 
and fairly recent history. In- 
tended especially for the chil- 
dren of Baldwin county who 
“continually come and ask about 
the historic sites ...in this 
county,” this book has a much 
wider appeal and value than this 
modest claim of the author. 
There are many adults all over 
Georgia, and elsewhere, who 
will enjoy what Mrs. Beeson has 
written. It is the kind of book 
which should find a place on 
many school, college and mu- 
nicipal library shelves. 

Opening with “Fair Milledge- 
ville” by Dr. Francis Daniels, 
this volume contains chapters 
on such topics as Milledgeville 
and its adjacent land, ithe old 
capitol, Milledgeville executive 
mansions, Baldwin county court 
houses and jails, the old peni- 
tentiary square, old Oglethorpe 
University and the state hos- 
pital.

Holiday Mail 
Deadline Set 


Christmas parcels and cards to 
civilians and military personnel in 
this country must be mailed in 
November if delivery is to be 
made before Christmas, according 
to Lon Livingston, Atlanta post- 
master. 

In view of the unavoidable 
handicaps of war, gifts and cards 
mailed in the weeks immediately 
preceding the holiday will likely 
not be delivered on time, as such 
matter must not impede. the 
movement of war materials and 
personnel and military mail, he 
said. 

“The number of railway cars 
and airplanes available for han- 
dling Christmas mail is far Below 
that of former years, and facilities 
are not available to transport and 
deliver in the last three weeks 
before Christmas, the tremendous 
quantities of mail that have here- 
tofore been mailed in that periou. 

“The only way in which deliv- 
eries of Christmas mails can be 
made on time is by spreading the 
mailings over a longer period so 
that available transportation 
equipment and postal personnel 
can be used during more weeks,” 
he said. 

“Already we are handling rec- 
ord-breaking volumes of mail, 
and mails to be delivered before 
that time should be mailed in No- 
vember and marked ‘Do not open 
until Christmas.’” It will mean 
that the regular mails may be de- 
livered and handled on their nor- 
mal schedule with a minimum of 
delay, he advised.

GREAT DAY. Thursday is the 
birthday of a lady who stands for 
all the things we’re fighting for. 

On October 28, 1886, New York 
windows displayed the 38-starred 
American flag, and also the French 
tricolor; schools were closed; busi- 
ness shut up shop. 

Despite what the papers called a 
“disgusting mess of rain and fog,”’ 


She’s 57 years old 


the city turned out to see a great 
parade. President Cleveland shiv- 
ered in the reviewing stand as 20,000 
marchers filed by. Other crowds 
watched a naval display that was 
all but hidden by the fog. 

And then the whole show con- 
verged on tiny Bedloe’s Island in 
New York harbor. There stood The 
Lady, proudly defying the elements. 
After years of preparation, she was 
ready for her day of unveiling. 


TRIUMPH. Amid cheers, the 
Lady With the Torch took her place 
in New York’s harbor, and America’s 
heart. The President spoke; so did 
the French delegate, and Bartholdi, 
the statue’s sculptor. But the most 
indelible words of all came from the 
noted Chauncey Depew, who said: 

“‘We dedicate this statue to the 
friendship of the nations and the 
peace of the world. The spirit of 
Liberty embraces all races in com- 
mon brotherhood. .. The full power 
of its influencecannot be reached un- 
til wars cease, armies are disbanded, 
and international disputes are set- 
tled by lawful tribunals.’’ 

And so, with peace and good will, 
was lit the lamp that still shines 
over this war-torn world. 


And while we’re observing this ~ 


birthday, let’s look at another that 
also comes up on Thursday. 

This other story goes back only 
to 1922. It started with a not-quite- 
so-peaceful march led by an ex- 
station - porter - teacher - editor - sol- 
dier. It went on to put tots into 
uniform and war on a pedestal. Its 
obituary is now being written, amid 
its own country’s shouts of joy, at 
the tender age of 21: 

Its name is Fascism.

A friend of mine has a cook he 
calls Alibi Agnes. If the meat is 
overdone, she blames the oven; when she 
arrives late in the morning, it’s because the 
streetcar broke down. The idea that she 
might have made allowance for flaws in a 
stove or delays never occurred to her. 


A PERSONNEL manager of a big shop once 
told me that he divides all its employees 
into two classes: Those who never make 
mistakes, and those who make them rare- 
ly. ““Of course,” he explains, “‘there ain’t 
no such animal as I have grouped in the 
first class. These are merely the people 
who never admil a failing or a failure. 
Since no one can correct what doesn’t 
exist, they are beyond hope of improve- 
ment or advancement. The men or women 
who say, ‘Yes, I did that, and I'll try not 
to do it again,’ compose the second class, 
and they are the clerks who get ahead. 
Believe it or not, we once raised the salary 
of a girl who replied to a complaining cus- 
tomer, ‘That was stupid of me.’ We felt 
she had what it takes to profit by experi- 
ence.”’ 

An extremely large share of success in 
every field isedue to such plucky and hon- 
est self-scrutiny. The superintendent of 
one of the largest apartment buildings in 
New York told me, “I began as-a house 
painter, and pretty much everything I did 
had to be done over again. I always 
blamed my brushes, or paint, or the wood, 


or the weather, until I got wise to myself, 
and said, ‘All the brushes and all the paint 
in the world can’t be wrong; maybe there’s 
a chance that I’m wrong.’ The following 
Saturday I gave up painting, and found 
something I could do.”’ 

That’s one way. Another is that of a 
prominent attorney in the Middle West. 
When he started practicing years ago, 
he lost most of his cases. Instead of blam- 
ing the judges or his clients, he ‘“‘cross- 
examined’”’ himself. “‘I decided that, how- 
ever much I knew of law, I knew far too 
little of everything else. I got another job, 
enrolled in a night class at a local college, 
and prescribed for myself a year’s general 
reading. After that, I went back to law, 
and, as you see, I’m doing well.” 


I; 1s the most natural thing on earth 
that we should like to be patted on the 
shoulder, but it is a mistake to do all our 
own patting, and attribute the ne- 
cessity to the blindness or bias of 
the rest of humanity. An acquaint- 
ance who has lost five positions in 
the last three months has given me 


WAR various reasons, but none of them 


has to do with any lack in him. He 
may be providing himself with 
self-confidence, but it would © be 
more helpful to conclude, ‘‘In these 
days of labor shortage, employers don’t 
fire desirable assistants. What’s the matter 
with me, and what can I do about it?” 

Twenty years ago, I stumbled upon a 
sheaf of newspaper reviews that said what 
a promising young writer I was. As I read 
them over, I realized I’d never:-come up 
to those prophecies. I am still grateful for 
the fact that I didn’t blame circumstances 
or other people. “‘Where did I take the 
wrong turning?’’, I asked; and, finding the 
answer, within another six months I had 
produced what proved to be the most suc- 
cessful work of my career. 


Tue man who seeks a whipping-boy for 
every mishap or misfortune is only whip- 
ping himself. If I write here what I deeply 
believe — that about 90 per cent of so- 
called bad luck is attributable to ourselves, 
and preventable — I shall get dozens, or 
hundreds of letters of protest. It would be 
interesting to learn how large a propor- 
tion of the writers have gone on having 
bad luck, and how large a proportion of 
those who blame themselves have less 
reason now for blaming anybody. 

We get nowhere, I’m certain, by follow- 
ing the example of the elephant that 
dashed its head against a tree to rid itself 
of an insect in its ear, and, lying dazed 
beneath the fallen timber, remarked, 
*‘Now, look what that damned flea did!”’

N A hot night not long ago, I made a 

journey on a railway train in the 

South. The coach was jam-packed 
with soldiers and civilians and, while there 
was no serious misconduct, conditions had 
become a bit strained. 

At one end of the car, a group of soldiers 
were passing a bottle and the voices of two 
of them had risen quarrelsomely. Other men 
in uniform were playing blackjack on an up- 
turned suitcase. A sailor and a girl were en- 
gaged in a heavy petting party. A serviceman 
had slyly slipped out of his shoes. A baby 
awas crying. 

Polite But Firm 


Tren the door opened and two neat, pleas- 
ant-looking soldiers with MP brassards on 
their arms stepped in. Their entrance was 
like a refreshing breeze. They didn’t scold any 
of the soldiers, and they didn’t threaten any- 
one. They merely strolled down the aisle and 
dropped a quiet word here and there. 

The bottle and cards vanished. The petters 
broke their clinch. The bootless soldier 
plunged back into his shoes as if his life de-

and gazed after the MP’s with awe in his eyes. 

These litfle dramas are being enacted every 
day and night on railroad trains from coast 
to coast. Travel these days is tough, when 
judged by prewar standards, but it would be 
a lot tougher if it were not for the unceasing 
vigilance and toil of a group of home-front 
heroes — the patient, courteous and long- 
suffering enlisted men who make up the train- 
guard details of the Army’s Military Police. 

As we approach our third year of war, 
the railroads are straining themselves to 


the last notch to meet the demands of | 


the government and the public. In addi- 
tion to breaking all records in handling 


freight, they have the staggering job of movs. 


ing 2,000,000 servicemen every month in 


troop trains and special cars. That alone re- 
quires one-half of the sleepers in the country 
and one-third of the day coaches. 

Scores of thousands of men in uniform are 
traveling on furlough. Owing to war industry, 
and the curtailment of motor travel, many 
more civilians are using the railroads than in 
peacetime. Trains are packed with three 
times as many passengers as they were in 1939. 

However, thanks to the Military Police, 
who ride on every non-commuting train 
carrying any considerable number of service 
personnel, there has been no serious trouble. 

This may surprise some people who do not 
ride on trains or who remember the Military 
Police of the last war. In that conflict, the 
main requirements for an MP were that he be 
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big and tough. Most enlisted men considered 
him a natural enemy. 

Today’s MP is still big but in other respects 
he bears slight resemblance to his swashbuck- 
ling forebear of 1918. All of them are schooled 
in the idea that it is their duty to help the 
soldier, not to bulldoze him, and the MP’s 
who patrol our trains have been especially 
educated in the softer graces. Far from being 
the soldier’s enemy, the MP is his best friend 
and, incidentally, he is proving a mighty 
good pal to thousands of civilian passengers 
as well. 


Many-Sided Job 


Tue trained MP is a picked man among 
picked men. In addition to the physical re- 
quirements, he must be of sound judgment, 
have a high-school education or its equiva- 
lent. He must have received a very high rating 
in the Army General Classification Test. 
Moreover, he must possess the tact and 
resourcefulness which will enable him 
to serve not only as a policeman but 
also as a diplomat, a father-confessor, 
a nursemaid and a traveling informa- 
tion bureau. 


MP’s always work in teams of two. They 
work in close co-operation with the conductor 
during the trip. When the conductor goes 
through the train to collect tickets, one MP 
precedes him and the other follows a few 
paces behind. They wake up sleeping service- 
men, answer questions, and examine the trav- 
eling papers of every soldier aboard to make 
sure that he has an authorized pass or fur- 
lough, and is on the right train. 

They. keep order so quietly that other pas- 
sengers do not realize what is going on. For 
instance, if an MP discovers a man in the 
lounge car with his hat on or his necktie 
loosened, he merely murmurs “‘Hat”’ or ‘‘Tie.”’ 
If he spots a soldier or an officer with his 
blouse unbuttoned, he whispers ‘‘Button,”’ 
or perhaps just points discreetly at his own 
buttons. 

Perils of New York 


Mosr soldiers do not need such suggestions, 
but those who do usually have excuses for 
their untidiness. Not long ago, for example, 
a tall private from the sticks got on a train 
in New York with his hair awry, his hands and 
face smeared with grime and his uniform 
soiled. When the MP’s pointed to his unmili- 
tary appearance, he told them that, never 
having been in New York before, he had de- 
cided to go for a subway ride and got off at 
the wrong stop. He asked a man how much 
further he had to go and, finding it was only 
a little piece, decided to hoof it. So he had 
jumped down on the tracks and started walk- 
ing. A subway train roared after him, and to 
avoid being hit, he had thrown himself 
against the grimy tunnel. That accounted for 
his appearance. 

Thousands of soldiers riding trains to- 
day have never done much traveling and 
they account for many of the MP’s’ 
problems. Some of them ask innumerable 
questions. The MP’s answer all of them 
patiently. Green travelers have to be watched 
because they prowl up and down the train in- 
cessantly and frequently get into places where 
they don’t belong. 

On a Middle Western train recently; a 
woman asked a soldier to get her a bottle of 
milk for her baby. She meant for him to get 
it from the dining car, but he didn’t know 
that. At the next station, he got off the train 
and started looking for a dairy. That was the 
last the MP’s saw of him. 

Looking for soldiers who are A.W.O.L. is 
one of the MP’s principal duties. They say 
they can usually spot a man who is “over the 
hill’? instantly by his worried appearance. 
Often, the offender will retreat through the

train, car by car, as the MP’s advance. 
Finally, against the door of the baggage car, 
he turns and makes a confession, often 
adorned by an alibi about a sick relative. 
Drinking probably causes more trouble on 
trains, the MP’s agree, than any other one 
thing. Ninety-nine out of every 100 service- 


men are sober and well-behaved, but in an’ 


Army of 7,000,000 it is only natural that 
there should be some exceptions. When a 
man shows signs of getting drunk, the MP 
first gives him a warning. Usually that works, 
but if it doesn’t the MP and his teammate 
act quickly and efficiently. If a bottle is the 
source of trouble, they confiscate it and de- 
stroy the contents. If the offender proves 
extremely truculent, they whisk him out to 
the platform to avoid a scene. 

All MP’s are trained in judo, which enables 
them to subdue a rough customer without in- 
juring him. They never use their nightsticks 
except in desperate cases. The .45-caliber 
pistol which every MP wears at his belt is 
always loaded, but he is under strictest orders 
never to draw it unless he intends to shoot. 


Orn SOME trains servirtg big troop centers 
there are certain periods of the day which 
MP’s call “‘hot spots.’’ These usually occur 
in the late afternoon or early evening. Men 
may hop off the train and come back with 
bottles. A civilian, more generous than wise, 
may buy too many drinks for soldiers in the 
buffet car. A pair of girls who already have 
Army escorts may make the mistake of 
casting their winning glances at the Navy. 

The MP's keep a 
hawk eye on such po- 
tentially dangerous sit- 
uations. If disorder 
gets beyond control, 
they are empowered to 
deputize other soldiers 
to help quell it, but 
they prefer nipping a 
quarrel to stopping a 
riot. Their aim is to 
keep the soldier out of 
trouble and, if he is al- 
ready in trouble, to 
keep him from getting 
in deeper. ; 

That this aim is be- 
ing achieved is proved 
by the fact that there 
are very few disorders 
on trains and less crime than in peacetime. 
The Provost Marshal General’s office states 
that during a recent period of four months, 
only one soldier had complained of being 
robbed on a train. The railroad confidence 
man has become as extinct as the pickpocket. 
Even petty baggage thefts are rare. 


Civilians Heed Them 


Tue Army MP’s have no jurisdiction over 
civilians, of course, yet there is no question 
that their presence on trains has a restraining 
influence on all concerned. 

One MP, who had traveled more than 
50,000 miles in six months, told me that he 


He’s information bureau, as well as 
cop, to all soldiers, male or female 


thought the best passengers were members 
of the armed forces back from the fighting 
fronts. These men are so glad to be home 
alive, he said, that they are invariably courte- 
ous, modest and friendly. 

On one occasion, he saw a soldier who 
walked with a limp give up his seat to a 


‘woman passenger, Only the MP knew, from 


seeing his papers, that the man was home on 
sick leave after being wounded in Sicily. 


Spy Scare 


A FEW weeks ago on a West Coast train an 
excited woman ran up to an MP. “'There’s a 
Japanese spy in the next car,’’ she exclaimed. 
“‘He’s waving a Jap flag!”’ 

When the MP investigated he found a big 
American sailor entertaining a four-year-old 
boy with a Japanese flag which he had taken 
from a scuttled Jap vessel in the South Pacific. 

MP’s are instructed not to engage in un- 
necessary conversations, just as they are for- 
bidden to drink, sleep or read while on duty, 
but they are required to treat all civilians 
with courtesy. That often entails answering 
many questions, listening politely to old 
ladies who want to talk about their own 
sons or grandsons in the service, shifting 
luggage, opening windows, holding babies 
and ministering to the sick. 

Day after day, in all parts of the nation, 
railroad MP’s are not only supervising mili- 
tary personnel, but also helping trainmen deal 
with the many emergencies which arise in 
handling wartime hordes of civilian passen- 
gers. The courteous young men with crossed 
pistols on their collars can be counted on to 
cope with any crisis 
from a clib-car argu- 
ment to a train wreck. 
They work very hard. 
On many trips they 
are responsible for the 
good conduct of as 
many as 800 troops. 

Most of them did 
not choose their un- 
glamorous jobs but 
were chosen for 
them. They would 
prefer to be with the 
fighting forces, but 
they are good sol- 
diers and know how 
to perform their 
duty wherever it lies. 

The traveling public 
owes much to these MP’s and there is one way 
in which we can repay that debt. Overcrowd- 
ing is their greatest headache, just as it is 
the gravest problem of the railroads. Joseph 
B. Eastman, Director of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, told me recently that right 
now the nation’s freight and passenger trans- 
portation facilities will be confronted with 
all-time peak demands. Those demands must 
be met or the war effort will suffer. 

We can all give the MP’s a break and make 
a vital contribution to national defense, if 
we observe one simple rule: Skip that train 
trip unless it is absolutely necessary! —

THE NEW CLARK GABLE 


He’s an officer in 
the Air Force now, 
making history as 
well as movies...

most Americans 
would have said they 
knew all there was to 
SPOTLIGHT know about Clark 
Gable. Every phase 
of his personality had been cov- 
ered in the newspapers and maga- 
zines. But now Americans are 
learning that the war has created a 
new Gable — a smart, bold soldier 
whose military feats overshadow 
all the movie-set heroics that he 
performed as a matinee idol. 
Gable in his new dual role of 
aerial gunner and cameraman, is 
one of the happiest men in the 
U.S. Armed Forces. He says he’s 
been around cameras a long time 
but no picture-making he ever saw 
gave him a thrill as big as the one 
he got when he sat in the nose of a 
Flying Fortress and took pictures 
flying over Germany. 


No Favors for Him 


Crarx has made good the hard 
way. According to his soldier col- 
leagues, he’s an amazing fellow. 
Besides being a first-class soldier 
(which they think is quite an ac- 
complishment for a man who long 
sat in the lap of Hollywood lux- 
ury), he’s made himself popular 
with everybody around him — 
mechanics, crew members, fellow 
officers. Right after we entered 
the war, he started talking 
about putting on a uniform.

He enlisted 
as a private in the Air Corps. He 
sailed through the tough routine 
of officers’ training — he passed 
the pressure-chamber test, for ex- 
ample, when kids young enough to 
be his sons didn’t. He got his com- 
mission a year ago, went into train- 
ing as an aerial gunner. He always 
was a sensational marksman — 
the boys say he still is. 


Special Assignment 


Gasie went to England last 
spring. Before he left, the War

BEANS TO THE RESCUE! 


Here are old friends 
—and some new ones. 
Get to know them all 


_owrgnamgeg in ra- 
tions bring 
beans Jo the fore. 
Bean pots move 
down from obliv- 
ion on top pantry 
shelves. Brown savory odors float 
from America’s kitchen doors. 

Ready-prepared beans are slim 
picking in cans, those around in 
jars are high in blue points. It’s 
bake your own beans, for beans 
there must be at least once a week, 
and as a main dish to jack up short 
protein. Happily, the dry-bean- 
and-pea crops of the nation prom- 
ise bouncer yields, unless nature 
pulls a tantrum. 

Beans are a supporting food, 
putting plenty of resistance 
into the eater. They are the rich- 
est source known of vegetable pro- 
tein, next to meat, eggs, milk and 
cheese as a body builder. Beans 
offer fuel in the form of carbo- 
hydrates to stoke the human 
engine. Beans stand for B vitamins 
to generate pep. Beans offer goodly 
amounts of minerals, chiefly iron 
and phosphorous and some cal- 
cium. Beans can take meat’s place 
at dinner — and do it well — at 
less than one-third the cost. 


They’re Everlasting: 


Beans keep virtually forever, 
stored in a dry place. Edible beans 
have come out of the Egyptian 
tombs to make a historic dinner for 
an Egyptologist. 

The Indians taught the Pilgrims 
bean baking, hole-in-ground fash- 
ion. Maple sugar was added, .a 
touch of English mustard, a chunk 
of salt pork. Beans were put to 
bake in brick ovens and New 
England’s baked beans were born. 
Proud dish, this great-great-grand- 
father of the baked-bean clan. 

But other beans as well are de- 
serving your notice. So this year, 
with beans a once-a-week “‘must,”’ 
let’s invite the whole legume fam- 
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ily to take turns at the table. 

Bean kinds number into the 
dozens along with their cousins, 
the dried peas and the lentils. A 
fascinating crowd — some of mono- 
tone color, others splotched and 
splashed in a rainbow scheme. See 
what the bean bins hold: Roman 
beans flecked scarlet, licorice-black 
turtles, spotted pintos, round 
wrinkled garbanzos, whole yellow 
peas, the green split’ peas, red- 
cheeked kidneys, peas with yellow 
eyes, peas black-eyed, the sweet 
marrowfats, pale-green limas. 

However, few cooks have worked 
with more than four kinds. Every- 
body’s choice is the pea bean, also 
called the navy, or Boston bean, 
representing 25 to 30 per cent of 
our total bean crop. A little nugget 
of goodness and innumerable the 
ways we Can use it. 


Try Other Kinds Too 


Bor change is the sauce to sharp- 
en appetite. Navy bean admirers 
should switch occasionally to 
America’s second bean favorite. 
This is the pinto (Spanish for 
spotted), a brown and white bean, 
the staff of life for the Mexicans 
and Indians of the Southwest. 

Some day treat the pinto chuck- 
wagon style. Wash the beans, then 
soak overnight. Twelve hours 
drinking and those beans swell 
double in size. Cover with plenty 
of water and simmer until the 
beans start to soften. This is the 
moment to drop in the rind of a 
one-third side of a bacon. Add salt, 
add a bit of dried chili pepper of 
the spitfire breed and a small clove 
of garlic, pierced with a toothpick 
for convenience in removing. Sim- 
mer two or three hours, adding 
boiling water as needed, keeping 
the water line two inches higher 
than the beans. Take the pot from 
the heat and let it stand overnight. 
Then another hour of simmering 
just before serving. Lay a but- 
tered slice of crusty bread in a 
soup plate, cover with beans 
and plenty of juice. Eat with a 
soup spoon — heave a sigh of 
content. 

Plump tender limas hold third 
place in bean popularity with 
American cooks. Obligingly they 
blend. their nut-sweet flavor with 
vegetables, cheese, eggs and meat. 
Two kinds are grown — limas and

baby limas. The “‘baby’’ is not an 
immature bean, or little fellows 
sorted out from big brothers. These 
are a different variety with a dif- 
ferent taste. 

When cooking the lima, or any 
bean for that matter, cook a big 
batch and keep the leftovers cov- 
ered in the refrigerator ready for a 
hurry-meal dish. So many ways to 
use limas in casseroles, in loaves, in 
soups and in salads and no better 
dish than a lima souffié. 


Recipe for Lima Soufflé 


Force one cup cooked lima beans 
through a sieve. Melt one-fourth 
cup of vitaminized margarine in a 
saucepan and blend in one-fourth 
cup flour, then gradually add one 
cup of milk. Cook this over low 
heat, stirring constantly until thick 
and smooth. Add one-half teaspoon 
of salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon of pep- 
per and one tea- 
spoon’ of minced 
onions and then 
the sieved limas. 
Remove from the 
heat and stir in 
three beaten egg 
yolks. Fold in the 
stiffly beaten 
whites and turn 
into a greased 
casserole. Bake in 
a moderate oven 
(350 degrees Fah- 
renheit) about 40 
minutes. Serve 
with a rich toma- 
to sauce. 

Racial prefer- 
ences dominate 
our choice 
among beans. 
Half the. world 
dwells in sorrow- 
ful ignorance of 
the flavor of the 
fava, known in 
England as the 
broad bean. Fava is the ‘‘bean of 
history,’’ specimens having been 
found in Swiss-lake dwellings as- 
cribed to the Bronze Age. It is the 
bean most used by cooks, Jewish, 
Greek and Italian. Although more 
globular in shape and of tougher 
skin, it resembles the lima and 
may be prepared in the same ways. 

Flageolets are beloved by the 
French, a shelled kidney of special 
variety, gathered before maturity. 
Latin Americans and people of the 
Near East are heavy users of chick 
peas, called ceci by the Italians 
and garbanzos in Spanish-speak- 
ing lands. They use them in soups, 
stews and salads. Their chestnut- 
like flavor is right with lamb chops. 


American Favorites 


Wesrerners cheer for a home 
bean called the Great Northern. A 
white bean slightly flattened, meal- 
ier and larger than the pea bean.

Black-eyed peas, a California 
product, are eaten chiefly in the 
South. Great winter dish is black- 
eyed beans boiled with pig tails. 
The aristocrat of beandom, ac- 
cording to New England bean 
packers, is the white bean — 
California grown — and that’s the 
bean they bake and sauce to can. 
Shop the bean bins. Varieties 
vary in their flavor but in food 
values the legumes are all about 
the same. Cooking methods too 
follow the same general patterns. 
Soak six hours or overnight, read 
the recipes. 
But a meal in a hurry? Here’s 
a quick freshening method. 
Place beans in a heavy saucepan 
and cover with boiling water. Let 
stand in the water, one hour for 
small beans, three hours for big 
ones. Add seasonings, cover and 
simmer until ten- 
der, one to one 
and one-half 
hours. Stream- 
line baking too to 
three and‘ one- 
half hours. 


Bake or Boil? 


To BAKE or to 
boil? Both ways 
are pleasing, and 
endless the varia- 
tions. But the 
most familiar 
version — baked 
beans, is still one 
of the best. The 
beans have been 
soaked, they 
have been sim- 
mered into the 
beginnings of fla- 
vor. Come build 
the feast. Salt 
pork is our meat. 
But some prefer 
ham; others like 
bacon. Want the 
pork soft? Bury 
generous sized cubes in the pot 
to bake to mellow tenderness. Or 


- compromise — bury the pork until 


the last half hour; dig it out then 
and let crisp on top, pot lid off. 
Which sweetening? Vermont- 
ers say maple syrup. Around 
Boston bean fashions go for 
molasses. Middle West cooks 
like honey or brown sugar. 
Seasoning additions too are a 
matter of taste. Some people al- 
ways use tomato, others can’t 
abide it. Some like an outspoken 
onion — quartered and stuck near 
the top. With this a teaspoon of 
mustard; a half teaspoon of pep- 
per, a mere touch of salt. Maybe a 
dusting of paprika, Fill up the pot. 
Pour in the bean-flavored water in 
which the beans simmered. Cover 
on, now the long baking. A small 
eternity it seems waiting while the 
beans tender and richen. At last, 
beans to melt in the mouth!
